Hon. D.M. Fox — 
My dear Friend, 


In the interview of yesterday which you so kindly gave me you said that Mr. Brinkle had 
been admonished six months ago that he must do his work better &c. This statement troubled me 
so that I called upon him to know if from any one in authority under you he had even been so 
warned. He gave me his word of honor that never from any person in your employ had one word 
been said to him of such a nature. & that he had not the faintest idea there was any fault found 
with him on his work ‘till the day he received his sudden dismissal. It does seem to me a sad 
thing to send out a young man under such a cloud as now rests on Mr. Brinkle without giving 
him & his friends and full & fair opportunity in the presence of those who have made assertions 
against him of defending his good nature. It is hardly the custom or law of any land to condemn a 
man without being heard & I have ever since I have known you regarded you as one of these fair 
& upright men from whose hands no one could suffer injury. And I can not hope Mr. Brinkle’s 
case will have from you that investigation that will tally all around with what is kind & just to 
him. And for your sake as well as his I hope you will grant to him & his mother as loving an 
interview as you did to yours.
